And 
If she wanted fu rther assu rance a hu n­ 
dred men In the room wou ld have been 
ready to swear to it This lady had re­ 
cently dawned on London society— n 
you ng widow. 
She rarely mentioned 
her. hu sband; it was u nderstood to be a 
painfu l su bject. He had been attach­ 
ed to several embassies, she said; he 
liad a brilliant career before him, and 
su ddenly he bad died abroad. 
And 
tben she gave a little sigh and a bright 
smile, which, being interpreted, meant 
“ Lot u s change the su bject.”

Mrs. Sydney Bamborou gh.

gun bad been discharged. The gun 
was not cocked.”

knew of the case.

er, testified that he told Weighman in 
the saloon he ought to go home and 
not talk until his hearing.
